Agriculture is the art of cultivating 


the ground for the production of food to 
support man. A complete history of its 
progress and changes, from the time 
when Cain tilled the soil and Adam kept 
sheep to the present, would be inconsist- 
ent with this paper. The earliest farm- 
ing that was successful on record was 
that in the valleys of the Euphrates, the 
Tigris and the Xile. ^oah was a farm- 
er and owned extensive vineyards, while 
Abraham and Lot were owners of large 
berds of cattle and sheep.

In 
Greece agriculture nourished 1,000 years 
B. C. Lycurgus established the first 
code of laws in 804. By this we see farm- 
ing was done in that day without any 
protection by law. Among the Romans 
a fanner was highly esteemed and to 
every one was given seven acres of land. 
A Roman farmer not contented with his 
tract, and a careless, slovenly farmer, 
was considered a bad citizen and a dan- 
gerous man. The most noted Senators, 
when time permitted them applied 
themselves personally to farming. Cin- 
cinnatus left his field to serve as dictator 
of Rome. Regulus left the Roman Sen- 
ate to care for his farm. The Romans' 
love for this pursuit made them careful 
and scientific, and their crops were large. 
Devotion and profit mingled. 


That agriculture is the true founda- 


tion of all prosperous nations is abun- 
dantly attested by history. During the 
golden age of agriculture, when eminent 
men themselves held the plow, the Ro- 
man Empire flourished, becoming the 
mightiest en the globe at that age; but 
when its agricultural interests were in- 
trusted to menials the zenith of its glory 
was passed, dissolution speedily follow- 
ed, and the once powerful Empire fell, 
never to rise again. This is the history 
of every nation when agriculture fails to 
be the pride of the nation. The birth of 
American Agriculture occurred under 
very adverse circumstances. A morn- 
ing light was just dawning over the dark 
agos of civilization.

Burned in Mid-Ocean. 


SAX F.LSoihCO, April 4.—The startling 


news has reached PointConception Light 
house that the four-masted steel ship 
King James, coal laden from Newcastle, 
England, to San Francisco, has been 
burned at sea 200 miles off San Francisco. 


A boat containing 10 men from the 


King James was landed at Point Con- 
ception and the men are being cared for 
by the light-bouse keeper. On the 19th 
of March, a vapor wiis discovered arising 
from the hold of the King James and 
the hold gradually grew hotter. Water 
was poured down the hatchway but 
without effect. 


For eleven, days and nights the crew 


fought the fire, but on March 30th a ter- 
rific explosion tore up the deck in all di- 
rections. Flames shot up high in the 
air and the crew were forced to take to 
the boats. 


They rennined near the ship until 


March 31, when they started for Point 
Conception. The crew, 32 in all, occu- 
pied two boats. The captain took 13 
men, 2 apprentices and his 16-year-old 
son. The first mate, 2 apprentices and 
13 men filled the other boat. 


Point Conception was 2oO miles away, 


and the boats started for that point. On 
April 1 a gale came up and separated the 
boats. The mate's boat arrived at Point 
Conception safely, but nothing has been 
seen of the captain's boat. 


StrangeJStory of a Ship. 


The unknown or conjectured fate of 


the missing steamship Naronic recalls 
among countless strange stories of the 
sea the mystery of the Marie Celeste, a 
saih'ng vessel that one day, sixteen years 
ago, left the port of Sew York. The 
Marie Celeste came back as sound as a 
dollar, but her people, thirteen in all, in- 
cluding the wife and little child of the 
master, were never seen afterwards. 


As weird as the tale of "The Ancient 


Mariner," as supernatural, apparently, 
as anything in the imaginative creation 
of "The Flying Dutchman," as unac- 
countable as any yam ever invented 
about phantom ships, is this story of the 
Marie Celeste. If the facts, as sworn to 
by the crew of a British bark and record- 
ed in the State Department in Washing- 
ton, were presented in fiction or drama 
by some fanciful author, "Incredible, 
preposterous, unnatural," would be the 
verdict of .even an imaginative, reader or 
listener. 


The Marie Celeste, which sailed from 


Sew York in 1877 for Villefranche, on 
the Mediterranean, had a valuable cargo 
on board. 


Before sufficient time had elapsed for 


the vessel to complete her voyage a Brit- 
ish bark sighted the Marie Celeste about 
three hundred miles west of Gibraltar. 
No answer was received by the signaling 
bark, and the astonished Britisher bore 
down upon the vessel and with glasses 
made a close examination of her deck. 
Not a sign of life was there. 


A feeling of uneasiness came over the 


sailors. With a crew of courageous men 
the Captain ordered a boat lowered, and 
pulled for the deserted ship. 


When alongside they called for those 


on board, but received no response. All 
was as silent as the tomb from bow to 
stern of the phantom craft, which, with 
some of her sail set, was drifting slowly 
before the wind. 


They boarded the vessel, but there 


was an unnatural silence. A thorough 
search revealed everything about the 
Marie Celeste to be in its proper place 
and in its proper order. Only one thing 
belonging to a ship at sea was lacking, 
and that was the most important thing 
of all—life. 


In the sheets hung the weekly wash of 


the sailors. From the davits hung all 
boats in their appropriate places. Every 
rope and every spar was in its place. Not 
a marlin-spike was gone. Binnacle and 
compass were intact. 


Descending the fore hatchway, the 


Captain of the bark found a half-eaten 
meal upon the seamen's table. In the 
master's cabin aft the remains of an in- 
terrupted dinner were also discovered. 


In one corner of the cabin was a sew- 


ing-machine, with a child's garment still 
under the needle. A woman's thimble 
lay on one corner of the machine. 


The money chest was untouched. In 


its accustomed place hung the master's 
chronometer. The mates' watches were 
in their staterooms. 


Everything was in perfect order aboard 


this phantom ship that was sailing on 
and on, with no man at the wheel, no 


barnyard, around the carriage shed and 
through a rear route to the door of the 
spring house, which stood on the other 
side of the house and some ways back 
of it.

No Money in Patents. 


Thomas A. Edison says he has made 


no money out of his inventions except in 
England, and that the American patent 
laws are unjust to inventors. This is 
the experience of very many American 
inventors. The patent office issues let- 
ters on an invention, and if it is in- 
fringed, and the owner has money 
enough to carry on a suit, he may be 
able to protect his right. But there 
would be little need of appeal to court 
for protection if there were more care 
exercised in granting patents. Letters 
should not be granted when a device 
has already been patented, and the let- 
ters themselves should be sufficient evi- 
dence to protect patentees, without long 
and expensive suits. It would seem 
that the Patent Office and the patent 
laws ought to be overhauled, for it is 
possible that the patent attorneys may 
have, in their zeal for fees, strained the 
laws and carried the Patent Office out- 
side of its purposes, just as pension at-

There were no signs of a struggle.

valuables were missing. 


The Harie Celeste was towed to Ville- 


franche. After her cargo had been safe- 
ly transferred she was taken back to her 
owners. 


Through the State Department, all 


United States representatives abroad 
were requested to inform foreign gov- 
ernments of the facts. In this way, in 
every Custom-house in the world, every- 
thing was done to have the mystery of 
the Marie Celeste cleared, but it remain- 
ed unsolved. 


The Marie Celeste at last came to an 


untimely end, representatives of the 
State Department say, as if she were an 
uncanny craft, too mysterious and too 
much feared to be allowed longer to 
plough the waves. 
Only crews with 


more than the usual stock of courage 
and less than the usual stock of sailors' 
superstition could after her strange 
adventure, be induced to ship on her. 


She was employed in the trading ser- 


vice between Sew York and Cuba. In 
March, 1880, her owner, it is said in 
Washington, insured her heavily, loaded 
her with barrels of water and a few hogs- 
heads of molasses, of which commodity 
her cargo was supposed to be composed, 
and sailed her down to the Cuban coast. 
There he ran her ashore and she was 
wrecked. 


In the trial of the owner for barratry, 


which followed the next year, the facts 
in the story of the unaccountable deser- 
tion of the Marie Celeste at sea were 
developed.

Yawn All Yon Pleue. 


According to the current ideas yawn- 


ing in good society is aulimproper sign of 
weariness; according^to the teachings 
of physiology, it is a long-drawn, forci- 
ble inspiration followed by a shorter 
respiration. According to Dr.Naegeli, it 
is one of nature's many remedies, the 
proper application of which depends 
upon good judgment. 


In yawning, not only the muscles 


which move the lower jaw are used, but 
also the breathing muscles of the chest, 
and he who yawns to his heart's content 
also raises and extends the arms. In 
the deepest inspiration the chest remains 
extended for a short time, the eyes are 
almost or entirely closed, the ears some- 
what raised, the nostrils dilated. Inside 
the mouth, the tongue becomes round 
and arched, the palate stiffy stretched, 
and the uvula is raised, almost entirely 
closing the space between the nose and 
throat. At the beginning of the inspira- 
tion a cracking noise is heard in the ears, 
a proof that the duct leading to the 
hearing also succumbs to this stretch- 
ing. 


If the yawning has reached the deep- 


est point it will require from one to one 
and a half seconds for it to become 
noticeable to the hearing. In order to 
observe this, let one place himself at a 
sufficient distance from a clock, so that 
its ticking will not be easly heard and 
yawn deeply. During this deep breath- 
ing the sound of the clock is not per- 
ceptible to the most careful listening. 
All this simply goes to show that yawn- 
ing sets a number of muscles to work, 
and particularly those which are not 
directly subject to the will. 


Although one yawning does not pre- 


sent a very agreeable appearance, it is 
very agreeable to himself, for the 
stretching of the muscles causes a feel- 
ing of comfort; it acts like massage, and 
is the most natural gymnastics of the 
lungs imaginable. Dr. Naegeli, there- 
fore, advises the people not to concern 
themselves with so called decency, but 
every morning and evening, and as 
often as possible, to exercise the lungs 
and all the muscles of respiration by 
yawning and stretching, as many chron- 
ic lung troubles may thus be prevented. 


Dr. Naegeli 
orders the 
patient 


troubled with too much wax in the ear, 
accompanied with pain, to yawn often 
and deeply. The pain will soon dis- 
appear. He also, in the case of nasal 
catarrh, infiamation of the palate, sore 
throat and earache, orders the patient 
as often as possible during each day to 
yawn from six to ten times successively, 
and immediately afterwards to swal- 
low. The result will be surprising. If 
one looks upon yawning as a natural 
massage for certain organs he will reach 
a satisfactory explanation of its curative 
properaties.

UJSTTTUTE BT O. TTM. MILIJLK. 


For me to attempt to define educatio 


weics entirely unnecessary, as all of 
her! made more or less effort to obtai 
an education. It is a subject that de- 
mands our greatest consideration an 
most careful attention. 


It would seem that every one knowin 


th« importance of education, as we thin 
all should, that for me to tell you tha 
every one should avail themselves o 
every opportunity to acquire the highes 
culture possible is unnecessary. Ye 
how very often do we hear our boys an 
gills say that tbe vocation they intend t 
choose does not demand any furthe 
preparation than they have already re- 
ceived, as if a man could become toe 
well educated, now absurd. Not onl 
is this so of the children; but we ar 
astonished to hear the same from th 
parents, whom we would think shoul 
know better as they have had more ex 
perience, hence the boys and girls qu 
attending the schools and think that the 
are equipped for their work in life. 


Especially is this true of some who en 


ter the occupation of farming and kin 
dred occupations. They should remem 
ber that it is only through the complet 
and harmonious development of all the! 
possibilities of man—mind, body and sou 
—that life can be worth the living, an 
most certainly life is worth the living 
It to me is a most distressing sight tose 
boys and grils refusing to take advantag 
of the common school, at least, whil 
they are open to them. 


While pupils attend school it is abso 


hitely necessary that they study all th 
branches assigned to their grade. With 
out this, there can be no harmoniou 
development, and the work will be slow 
up hill work. 


Each and every branch gives that kin 


of culture which cannot exactly be give 
by any other branch, and without 
harmonious combination of all these h: 
success while in school is comparative! 
slow. 


An intelligent and cultured person, 


he farms or whatever he do«s, will d 
his work with much more ease and do 
much bettef than he who is not cultured 
There is a great deal of bard work con 
nected with farming, therefore it requires 
an intelligent person to labor on tli 
farm, because he will do his work in 
way that will give more satisfaction, an 
greater results will eventually follow 
lie will know how and when to plan 
and sow, what kind of fertilizer to use 
which is adapted to his soil and crop, an 
what kind of crops are of most ad 
vantage to plant in his soil. In no othe 
vocation is intelligence so absolute! 
necessary, it seems to me, as in farmin{ 
The intelligent is far more thrifty tha 
the unintelligent. 
The former wil 


plough, harrow, and everything he doe 
he will do with more ease and reap th 
greater pecuniary benefit, for brains a 
ways tell. Therefore see that your cht 
drea be given every educational advan 
tage possible, and also see that they mak 
good use of the same. 


The large number of inhabitants tha 


Palestine supported under the Jewsi 
the wonder to all modern travellers whc 
are struck with the ruins of the ancien 
cities and the desolation of the country 
The means of cultivation, however, dis 
appeared with the inhabitants, but they 
were adepts in the science and art o 
rgricultnre. Their children were train 
ed in a masterly way in all the agricul 
tnral education attainable. They had 
the correct idea of agriculture, that to be 
successful they must educate, and they 
put their belief in practice. 


In Italy four acres was tlie amount 01 


land assigned to each person, and owing 
their intelligence it was quite enough 
Agriculture was long the only source o: 
wealth open to the patricians; and it 
was deemed the most honorable of occu- 
pations. Itsoperationswerethen direct- 
ed by men of wealth and learning, anc 
no wonder that its literature was so cop- 
ious and held in so high esteem. Cato 
was the first and most celebrated agri- 
cultural writer. He died about the year 
150, B. C., at the of 83. He gives all 
the detailsof husbandry from the plough- 
ing of the fallows to the reaping and 
threshing of the crop. Hence we ob- 
serve that the most intelligent persons 
of Italy were fanners, that the best 
culture comes with agriculture, which is 
proven by the ancient Romans. 


In Italy, Spain and France, it is not so 


much agriculture, but it is the manner 
in which it is done that produces the 
success. France is one of the richest 
agricultural countries in Europe, how- 
ever, the soil in some parts, will not 
grow grain, but sr.cn soil admits of the 
growth of the mulberry, the olive and 
the vine. Thus every foot of soil that 
will grow this or that useful plant is 
compelled to do what it can. The beet 
forms a most important plant in the 
agriculture of France in the present day, 
as a large part of the sugar consumed in 
the country is derived from ;t. 


In no country are the fields kept so 


free from weeds as they are in Flanders, 
and in none do the agriculturists suffer 
so little from fluctuations in the prices 
of grain, owing to the great variety of 
crops that are raised. 


The English have not been unobserv- 


ini!, as the great fertility of their soil will 
prove. Thespirit of improvement seems, 
however, now generally diffused, and 
spirited farmers are everywhere spring- 
Ing up, and before long will find many 
imitators. 


However Important the branching off 


of education in this special track, it is 
only of late years that adequate atten- 
tion has been paid to it. The first agri- 
cultural school was founded by Felten- 
berg, at Hofwyl, in Switzerland, 1806. 
Three thousand pupils were trained in 
this school. In Prussia there is scarcely 
a province that does not boast its agri- 
cultural school and model form; and in- 
deed, throughout Germany, as well as 
Russia, we find educational institutions 
supported by state, in all of which, with 
some alight difference of detail, agricul- 
ture is practically as well a theoretically 
taught. Indeed the agricultural schools 
and field experimental stations in Ger- 
many are a credit to that country, and a 
source of much attraction to visitors 
from other countries, and well they may 
be. They prevent the agriculturist many 
annoyances from their careful and scien- 
tific experiments. 


A strong feeling was manifested 


throughout Great Britain between 1873 
and 1877 in favor of more attention and 
encouragement being extended to agri- 
culture, especially by the state. British 
africulturists at length came to see that 
as farming had got to be a science hi it- 
self, their education was lamentably de- 
fective. In practical training, the young 
British farmer has long been and possi- 
My still is ahead of hie fellows in other 
countries, simply because they have made 
good use of tbe privileges at their com- 
mand, and we know that England is like 
a VMt garden, owing to the careful cul- 
trntfeo.

Scotland, especially the latter, keep 
agricultural students, that they may 
thereby gain the valuable knowledge 
acquired by those persons. Therefore 
on every hand is seen the, value of care- 
ful and exact training of the agri- 
culturist, and it is the only way to be a 
happy and entirely successful farmer. 


The authorities of Ireland were many 


years ago alive to the benefit of a scien- 
tific education for farmers. The com- 
missioners of national education have 
not been idle. In 1838 they established 
that popular, useful and well conducted 
institution, Glasnevin Training College 
which has ISO acres of land attached. 


Lectures are regularly delivered on 


animal and vegetable physiology, chem- 
istry, geology, botany and practical agri- 
culture, while instructions in the field 
are carefully attended to with great in- 
terest. Much good has been done in 
Ireland by the attachment of small farms 
or gardens to about two hundred nation- 
al schools throughout the country, where 
elementary instructions in agriculture 
and the sciences bearing thereon are 
given, with excellent results. 


"Agriculture is the most healthful, 


most useful and most noble employment 
of man." Therefore give your children 
a liberal education. "lie is not to be 
educated to make shoes, nails and pins, 
but because he is a man." 


Or the numberless sources of profit in 


breeding sheep there are three which 
are much larger and better than the 
rest. There is a profit to the farm, for 
it becomes cleaner and more productive. 
There are but few weeds on sheep farms. 
A study o£ sheep will show that they 
will eat a greater variety of plants than 
either cattle horses or pigs. It has been 
tried with 500 plants, and it has been 
found that, when offered, the sheep ate 
75 per cent. The power of sheep to 
clean farms and live where other farm 
stock could not exist is due In a large 
measure to this. The farm becomes 
more productive, for each arable acre 
becomes richer. If a shepherd will 
spend 75 cents buying bran for each ewe 
of his breeding flock, and will grow 
enough clover hay for it, he may sell 
a fat sheep weighing fifty pouuds, with 
its ten pounds of wool, and his farm 
will increase in fertility. 


GOOD meadows are often seriously in- 


jured by being pastured too close, espe- 
cially soon after cutting, when, usually, 
the weather is hot and dry, and again in 
the fall before cold, freezing weather 
sets in. Grass plant roots need protec- 
tion during the summer from the burn- 
ing sun, and a good protection of top in 
winter materially prevents injury from 
thawing and freezing, and especially in 
that class of soils which has a tendency 
to spew up. Some pasturing in many 
cases is rather a benefit than otherwise, 
but indiscriminately done, as is often 
the case, considerable damage is often 
done, which considering the amount of 
benefit procured in the way of feed, is 
not profitable.—Ex. 


IT is well known that the last quart of 


milk given by a cow is over three times 
richer in fats than the first one, and not 
to strip out a cow clean, and see that 
this last milk is procured, is to doubly 
lose, for the neglect dries the cow, and 
here a large loss is soon manifest. 


OATS is about the best feed you can 


give to calves. Mixed with corn-meal 
it is a great milk producer for cows.
